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Syrian tanks, troops 
face Christian rebels

Syria yesterday advanced 
troops and tanks to’the northern 
fringes of the Christian heartland 
controlled by rebel leader Samir 
Jeajea. The advance appeared 
last night to be a limited move to 
bolster embattled Lebanese 
President Amin Jemavel rather 
than a serious prelude to an 
attempt to put down the revolt. 

“The objective of the move is to 
assist President Jemavel and the 
legitimate order in Lebanon.” Sy- 
rian Defence Minister Mustafa Tlas 
was quoted as saving. “It is aimed at 
supporting the Lebanese Army and 
preventing the situation from further 
deterioration.” 

According to reports from Leba- 
non. quoting securin' sources there, 
the Syrian force, which moved to 
positions about one kilometre from 
Madfoun on the coast, comprised a 
battalion of 800 men supported by a 
few tanks and armoured personnel 
carriers. 

“I don’t think they have massed a 
big enough force 'for a military' 
thrust,” a source was quoted as 
saying. 

But observers in Jerusalem did not 
rule out tbe possibility that while tbe 
Syrians might be unwilling to use 
their own forces to crack down on 
tbe rebels, they could try to use their 
Palestinian and other proxies in 
Lebanon against them. 

According to one report, two 


Palestinian tank companies attached 
to the Syrian-controlled Ajnadin 
Brigade were deployed yesterday at 
Kafr Abeida, just north of tbe posi- 
tions taken up by the Syrian troops. 

The Syrian move apparently came 
after the direct intervention of for- 
mer Lebanese president Suleiman 
Franjieh - a sworn enemy of Jeajea. 
Franjieh holds Jeajea personally re- 
sponsible for the 1978 slaying of his 
son Tony, along with Tony's wife, 
three-year-old daughter and 30 
bodyguards. 

It has been suggested that Fran- 


jieh was asked to seek Syrian sup- 
port by Jem ay el. The president 
apparently felt unable to invite such 
a move without irreversibly burning 
his bridges with the bulk of Leba- 
non's Maronite community, which 
appears to be solidly behind the 
revolt. 

The revolt, which started last 
Tuesday, has brought virtually the 
whole of Lebanon's Maronite heart- 
land under the control of Jeajea and 
his followers. The rebels have dedi- 
cated themselves to providing the

CGS Levy: Speeding up 
pullback is ‘not desirable*

Tbe Israel Defence Forces would 
have no difficulty speeding up with- 
drawal from Lebanon, but doing so 
would not be desirable. Chief of 
General Staff Rav-Aluf Moshe Levy 
told Kol Yisrael yesterday. 

“It is hard to move from tbe 
debate - which I admit hurt me - 
over withdrawal of our troops on the 
Sabbath to a demand that we pull out 
immediately," he said. “For tactical 
purposes, tbe situation has to be 
evaluated on a day-to-day basis, but 
I suggest that we stop looking at 
complicated problems from the pers- 
pective of what happens on a given 
day. no matter how painful a particu- 
lar event may be for us." 

Levy said the pace of the with- 


drawal from Lebanon is influenced 
by the complicated situation there 
and by considerations involving the 
behaviour of the Palestinians and the 
PLO. 

“The impression which would be 
created if we seemed to be running 
away is also a factor," he said. “As 
for the casualties we suffer, the fact 
is that the war against terrorism in 
the North is constant. 1 want to live 
here tomorrow, too, and I don't 
want today's actions to turn out to be 
tomorrow's fatal mistake." 

The IDFs backing for local forces 
in the security zone, he said, will be 
determined on the basis of each case 
and will not be automatic. The 
approach taken in the past is not 
necessarily a model for the future . 


IDF continues searches in South Lebanon

METULLA. - The Israel Defence 
Forces over the weekend extended 
its drive against terrorists in South 
Lebanon, conducting searches, car- 
rying out arrests and demolishing 
several houses in villages in the west- 
ern, central and eastern sectors. 

The villages were Barish. Tura, 
Hanniye, Burj Rahhal, and Karoun. 
The IDF also operated in Nabatiya. 

Army sources, Unifil spokesmen 
and foreign news agencies reported 
that a large IDF force entered-Bar- 


ish, east of Tyre. 

Some 150 Israeli soldiers, as well 
as 12 armoured vehicles, entered the 
village. All male residents were 
rounded up for questioning in the . 
village square as Unifil soldiers sta- 
tioned in Barish watched. 

In other villages, dozens of people 
were interrogated and several build- 
ings were blown up. Foreign agency 
reports from Beirut said that near 
Tura, Israeli soldiers fired at two 
cars, killing three local residents and 
wounding three others. 

In the mixed Sunni-Christian vil- 


lage of Karoun. Israeli soldiers 
found mines, a LAW anti-tank mis- 
sile, and 750 kilos of explosives. 

There were six unsuccessful 
attempts to attack the IDF and 
South Lebanon Army troops over 
the weekend. 

A Katyusha rocket was fired at 
IDF headquarters in Nabatiya: two 
rockets were fired at an IDF outpost 
in Jouye; light arms fire was directed 
at SLA headquarters in tbe villages 
of Huna and Rasbaye; and rocket- 
propelled grenades were fired at 
IDF outposts in Maroub and Tyre.

Fiercest battles of Gulf war reported 

Baghdad says Iran’s bid 
to cross Tigris foiled

BAGHDAD (Reuter). - Iraq said 
yesterday that its forces bad foiled 
Iranian attempts to cross the Tigris 
River in the southern Iraqi marsh- 
lands in the fiercest-ever battles in 
the history of the 4 Viry ear-old Gulf 
war. 

A high command communique 
said the Iranians were encountered 
at the banks of the Tigris by three 
Iraqi divisions including the Pres- 
idential Guards division and nine 
brigades, besides groups of the para- 
military popular army. 

The river is strategic because a 
main Iraqi highway runs close by it, 
mostly on the western side. 

War communiques of both sides 
described vicious ground fighting in 
the area. 

The communique said Iraqi heli- 
copters destroyed two bridges con- 
structed by the Iranians, but it did 
not say where. It described yester- 
day's battles as the fiercest since the 
start of the Iraq-lran war in Septem- 
ber 1980. 

The communique said fighting in 
the surrounding marshes was still 
going on. It added: “We ask those 
(Iranian troops) who remain to leave 
tonight or surrender. Complete 
annihilation will be the fate of any- 
one who stays on our land.*’ 

The situation at the battlefront has 
turned- completely in our favour,” 
the communique said. 

Iraqi warplanes and helicopter 
gunsbips carried out a record num- 
ber of sorties yesterday, with more 
than 1.000 missions against Iranian 
troops in the marshlands, it added. 

Earlier, Iraq said its jet fighters 
yesterday raided “selected targets” 
in 11 Iranian cities after a powerful 
blast shook the Iraqi capital, shatter- 
ing windows of buildings and pre- 
cipitating tight security precautions 
across Baghdad. 

A military spokesman in Teheran 


said Iranian forces fired a missile 
into Baghdad and bad followed this 
with air raids on two other Iraqi 
cities. 

Iraq denied that any missile ever 
hit Baghdad, insisting that the blast 
was caused by a booby-trapped car 
which was detonated by unidentified 
saboteurs. 

The Iraqi command conceded the 
Iranian raids, claiming that three 
raiding jet fighters w^re shot down 
- by ground fire. The Iranians denied 
this, saying that all their planes re- 
turned safely to base. 

In announcing the raids on 11 
Iranian cities, the Baghdad spokes- 
man said in a radio communique that 
the air strikes were “our legitimate 
revenge for the Iranian regime’s 
aggression on our residential areas. ” 
He said the raids hit undisclosed 
targets in the Iranian cities of Isfa- 
han, Tabriz. Rasht. Dam, Karand, 
Gilan-e-Garb, Serbil Zahah. Saoz. 
Senenjed, Desful, and Kermanshah. 

The I ranians confirmed only the 
raid on Tabriz. 

The official Ir anian news agency, 
monitored in Nicosia, quoted parlia- 
ment speaker Hashenri Rafsanjani 
as warning that continued Iraqi raids 
on Iranian dries would force Teher- 
an to retaliate by bombing Baghdad 
and other dries. 

• The Baghdad blast yesterday shat- 
tered windows in central hotels and 
partially damaged the nearby Egyp- 
tian Embassy building, witnesses re- 
ported. 

There was no indication of casual- 
ties. but it was known that no one 
was hurt at the embassy , which oper- 
ates under the Turkish flag as the 
“Egyptian Interest Section,” in the 
absence of diplomatic relations be- 
tween Egypt and Iran, which had 
severed the ties in protest against 
Egypt’s 1979 peace treaty with 
Israel. 


Shahal in England after French visit 


Energy Minister Moshe Shahal 
concluded his visit to France on 
Friday after meeting with Prime 
Minister Laurent Fabius. 

Shahal earlier toured the plant 
which may sell Israel an atomic pow- 
er station. He also met with Foreign 
Minister Roland Dumas and discus- 
sed France’s vote against Israel in 


the UN Security Council last week, 
and general relations between the 
two nations. 

The energy minis ter is now in 
England as a guest of Israel Bonds. 
He will meet with England's oil 
minister and with members of the 
National Coal Board. (Itim)

Private sector work- 
ers will' therefore receive a wage 
supplement of some 20 per cent with 
their next pay slips. 

Once the C-o-L increment has 
been agreed on. Histadrut officials 
anticipate a struggle with the Treas- 
ury over the extent to which tax 
brackets should be raised. The 
Treasury is expected to insist that tax 
brackets be raised by the amount of 
the combined price increases exclud- 
ing the subsidies factor, while -the 
Histadrut intends demanding that 
they be raised by 100 per cent inclu- 
sive. 

Other issues to be decided are the 
extent of the remaining cut in sub- 
sidies, and the next increase in elec- 
tricity prices. The Histadrut will de- 
mand that the next increase in the 
price of subsidized goods be reduced 
by a nominal 13 per cent. In light of 
the Treasury's raising of the prices 
by an average of 25 per cent last 
month. 

Reacting to February's 13.5 per 
cent increase in prices, Histadrut 
secretary -general Yisrael Kessar on 
Friday blamed the high increase on 
the government's "unrestrained be- 
haviour in raising the prices of goods 
and services under its control in 
excess of what was agreed on in foe 
economic stabilization agreement,” 

Kessar accused the government of 
“giving a green light" to foe manu- 
facturers to adopt an attitude of 
“catch-as-catch-can.” and raise 
prices above the limits set in the 
package deal. 

Nevertheless, foe Histadrut is de- 
termined that the package deal re- 
main in force, Kessar said. He added 
that he was in contact with Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Moda’i and Manu- 
facturers Association President Eli 
Hurvjtz in an attempt to find ways of 
restoring the effectiveness of the 
package deal. The three are ex- 
pected to meet early this week. 

If the package deal dbllapses and 
no replacement is agreed on, the 
Histadrut will demand that the sums 
yielded by the workers in terms of 
the package deal be returned to 
them, Haberfeld said on Friday. 


The spokesman of the Manufac- 
turers Association said that Febru- 
ary’s CPI was not “the real index, 
taiting into account the economic 
changes that have occurred as a 
result of the second package deal.” 
If the drastic subsidy cuts and the 
-increases in foe prices of fruit and 
vegetables were not included, foe 
CPI rose by 6 to 7 per cent only, the 
spokesman said. 

Manufacturers Association 
director-general Amnon Tiberg said 
that the CPI proved “once again that 
the manufacturers are the only ones 
keeping the agreement, and they 
cannot continue to cooperate with 
foe other elements when the under- 
takings given by the other partici- 
pants are not being kept.” 

Tiberg added that foe manufactur- 
ers will not participate in any new 
negotiation or agreement until .the 
“distortions of the past" have been 
rectified. 

Finance Minister Yitzhak Modal 
would prefer that the package deal 
continue in its current form, though 
he wfil evaluate changes suggested 
by the employers and the Histadrut. 

In an interview on Kol Yisrael 
Friday evening, he said that Kessar’s 
proposal that prices be raised by 6 
per cent and then frozen for two 
months “looks all right on foe face of 
it” but needs more examination. 

The trouble with requests for’ 
changing foe agreement, he said, is 
that Everyone wants a different 
change in keeping with his own in- 
terests. 

He admitted that price controls 
have not been all they should have 
been but said he hopes problems are 
merely technical and that foe agree- 
ment can be brought back on foe 
right track. “And if the problems 
turn out to be more than technical, 
does that mean we should abandon 
the agreement? When people draw 
up a contract and one side later sees 
that foe contract is not in his favour, 
should he have the right to bow 
out?” 

If the package deal cannot be put 
back on track, he said, the choice 
wfll be either to reach a new agree- 
ment or for the government to act 
unilaterally. 

Zim, union to discuss 
reduction of crews

Army seals part

On Friday, a resident of the terri- 
tories travelling with an Israeli in foe 
latter’s car was slightly injured when 
a rode was thrown at the car as they 
drove through Nablus. The man was 
discharged from hospital after re- 
ceiving first aid.

Christians with an independent lead- 
ership which, unlike that repre- 
sented by Jemayel, is not subservient 
to Damascus. 

By foe weekend, East Beirut and 
foe whole area to foe northeast, 
including Jounieh and Byblos, was 
under Jeajea's control. The last 
loyalist position in the capital fell on 
Friday despite an abortive attempt 
by the Lebanese Army to intervene. 

The only area still under loyalist 
control is the Metn district northeast 
of Beirut, including the presidential 
palace at Baabda and Bikfaya, the 
Jemayel family’s home. 

Meanwhile, it has been denied 
that Syria is refusing to deal with the 
rebels, even though it has been pub- 
licly denouncing the rebellion as a 
pro-Israel conspiracy. 

Contrary to press reports in Beirut 
over foe weekend, it appears that 
Syrian Vice-President Abdul-Halim 
Khaddam did not refuse to speak to 
the rebels’ chief political adviser, 
Karim Pakradoumi, over the 
weekend. 

The two men apparently did talk, 
with Khad dam reportedly telling 
Pakradoumi that Syria's attitude to 
foe revolt would depend on the re- 
bels' position towards Lebanon’s 
other communities and on foe ques- 
tion of national reconciliation. 

Damascus has set as a major goal 
in Lebanon the reconciliation of that 
country’s warring communities. 
Syria sees this as indispensable for 
foe kind of stability it is trying to 
create in a bid to perpetuate its hold 
on Lebanon. 

Damascus is apparently con- 
cerned that it will totally alienate foe 
Christians and jeopardize reconcilia- 
tion if it moves too heavily against 
the revolt.

generally derived from the rental of 
a room, babysitting for young cou- 
plesin the neighbourhood and other 
small services, or from gifts from 
grown sons and daughters. 

Even if an dderly widow rents a 
room .with bath and kitchen pri- 
vileges toa student for $100 a month, 
the added utilities and-need to pro- 
vide f or cleaning service usually 
mean that the net income from such 
/an enterprise is no more than $60 a 
month. 

Baby-sitting and the like rarely 
increase income by more than a few 
thousand shekels a month' 

- Given the financial hardships of 
.young families in this inflationary 
period, even the most generous 
.young couples cannot give their pa- 
rents enough tc > ease the burden. A 
few fortunate pensioners have extra 
jobs for which they are paid in cash, 
such as tutoring children or keeping 
books for small businesses, and here 
■they earn a supplementary $100- 
$120 a month. 

For those who live on their pen- 
sions, whatever their small extra 
earnings, may amount to, life is a 
never-ending struggle for survival. 
The band-to-mouth existence forced 


upon this sector of society deprives 
its members not only of peace of 
mind but even of the basic essentials 
of proper diet as well as adequate 
teat in the winter months. 

Although most pensioners either 
own their flat or have a key-money 
arrangement at low rent, after 
paying for electricity, water, gas, 
telephone, municipal taxes and 
health insurance, most pensioners 
have, far less than what is needed to 
provide adequate food and beat, not 
to mention the replacement of eye- 
glasses or dentures or money for 
Transport or entertainment. 

Nor are most of those with private 
pensions in a much better position. 
With the exception of those who get 
German reparations, pensioners for 
the most part must Kve frugally. 

But it isn’t only the lack of money 
that makes these people's lives 
.bleak. Loneliness, ill-health and the 
fear of violent crime also take their 
toll.

■- Katsav was referring to a cabinet 
decision last month to work for full 
employment and to take measures 
required to prevent further unem- 
ployment. 

“My ministry is prepared to sub- 
mit an action plait to implement this 
decision, but of course the matter 
depends on the allotment of the 
appropriate-resources, ” Katsav con- 
tinued. A ministry source seed Kat- 
savV appeal to the premier was 


necessary because the ministry lacks 
the legal authority to implement a 
job-action programme on its own. 

Peres appointed two committees 
in recent months to examine aspects 
of the employment situation. The 
directors general committee on 
poverty pockets, headed by Labour 
Director-General Zvi Zilker, and 
the committee on full employment, 
headed by Deputy Finance Minister 
Adiel Amora’i, reported their find- 
ings to the prime minister. 

Because there is no government 
body with a mandate to create em- 
ployment or to prevent unemploy- 
ment. Katsav proposed that Peres 
appoint him and the ministers of 
finance and industry and trade to 
submit a plan for implementing the 
government’s declared policy.

Shouting match at ‘anti-occupation’ art show

HAIFA. - A strong forte of police 
turned out yesterday morning to 
keep order at the opening of the 
exhibition, ’’Israeli and Palestinian 
Artists Against Occupation - for 
Freedom of Expression" at the Cha- 
gall House of the Haifa Painters and 
Sculptors Association. For over an 
hour police bad their bands full pre- 
venting supporters and opponents of 
the exhibition from carrying out 
mutual threats of bloodshed. 

Haifa Knesset Member Meir 
Cohen-Avkkrv (Herut) and a number 
of his supporters demanded that The 
exhibition be postponed pending - ‘a 
review by an objective committee" 
of the. 50 pictures, and caused a 
shouting match on the first floor of 
the building. Meanwhile, exhibition 
sponsor and association secretary 
Gershom Knispel held a hurried offi- 
cial opening ceremony on the 
ground floor. 


Cohen-Avidov objected in par- 
ticular to a picture by Harold Rubin 
titled "Homage to Rabbi Kahane.” 
It showed a Nazi-like bully with 
Jewish features, his re^tn-wrapped 
arm raised in a Nazi salute, with the 
inscription “Judenjngend." a play 
on Che Nazi Hitler Jugend, Cohen 
removed this picture , and another by 
a Jewish artist from the wall, but 
they were replaced. 

The remaining paintings by 40 
Israeli and 15 artists from the admi- 
nistered areas ranged from provoca- 
tive to innocuous. 

Cohen-Aridov told The Jerusalem 
Post he objected to a public building 
in Haifa housing an "inflammatory 
exhibition" that has been forbidden 
in the territories. He said the Herut 
municipal councillors would move to 
cut off '‘every shekel of public 
funds" for the Chagall House. 

When Cohen-Avidov vowed not 
to allow the exhibition to be official- 
ly opened, his opponents answered

‘Libya, Syria, Iran pay for,

someone pays a Shi’ite to activate a 
bomb by remote control.” 

Another speaker identified as 
Ahmed added that Shi'ites who fire 
rockets at close range at Israeli 


troops are 14- and 15-year-old boys 
who have been brainwashed with 
drugs and hypnosis. 

“I never saw the ticket to 
heaven," Gazi said, referring to 
suicidal terrorist acts. “Until I see it 
with my own eyes and touch it with 
my hands, I will assume heaven is 
equally open to Christians, Jews, 
Druse. Shi’ites and everyone else." 

Ahmed said that if a poll were 
taken, “not 80 but 110 per cent" of 
the Shi’ites living near the border 
would want to five in peace with 
IsraeL The condition, however, is 
that Israel “stop stammering and 
talk up - and fast. Tell us yherc the 
security zone will be. Make your 
positions and plans clear.” 

Ahmed and Gazi also advised 
Israel not to appoint Christians to 
collect taxes from Shi'ites. 


Sharon: Tight terror in new ways daily’ 


TEL AVIV (Him). -"The claim that 
somebody is answerable for what 
happened in Lebanon impedes tak- 
ing the necessary steps there," In- 
dustry Minister Ariel Sharon said on 
Friday. 

Talking to industrialists here. 
Sharon said char “there shouldn't be 
a hunt for those responsible, because 
one day they may be found." He 
asserted that he is all for a commis- 
sion of inquiry on Lebanon, one that 
would inquire into the opposition’s 
moves during the Lebanon war and 
their effect on the terrorists in 
Beirut. 

The IDF could respond in new 
ways every day in Lebanon, forcing 


the terrorists to adapt to new situa- 
tions constantly. Sharon said Unifil 
should be ousted from the positions 
it holds because it has cooperated 
with terrorists. 

He said it is a pity that there is a 
panicky cry to leave Lebanon before 
suitable answers have been found, 
because “it will be very difficult to 
get into Lebanon again. The roads 
will be mined, there will be anti-tank 
missiles and more." 

Sharon also said what is currently 
in Lebanon is nothing in comparison 
to the amount of terrorism that 
would have been perpetrated if the 
IDf stopped at the 45-kilometre belt 
in Lebanon when it invaded in 1982. 


Turgeman makes bid to prevent trial

Southern District Commander 
Avraham Turgeman appealed to 
Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev last 
week to reject Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir’s recommendation 
that he (Turgeman) be tried in police 
disciplinary court for giving false 
testimony at the trial of his former 
subordinate Assaf Hefetz last year. 

According to police sources.

The sources said that if Bar-Lev 
does deride to prosecute, Turgeman 
will not be tried by*.

then. Nor, they said, will Turgeman 
have time to prepare a defence. 

Zamir's recommendation follows 
an investigation into conflicting 
testimony given by Turgeman and 
Superintendent Ya'acov Raz at the 
Hefetz trial. Raz claimed Turgeman 
allowed a reporter to interview a 
suspect before indictment, a claim 1 
Turgeman denied.

be brought under control. 

He praised the Knesset bill prop- 
osing budget ceilings, as well as 
legislation proposing independence 
for the central bank. 

Shultz called the shekel’s rela- 
tionship to other currencies “an 
especially difficult problem" be- 
cause the shekel is so closely linked 
to the dollar. 

"Even as (the Israelis) have gener- 
al devaluation with respect to the 
dollar, given the dollar's strength, 
those devaluations don't quite take 
hold with respect ro the European 
currencies and most of their trade is 
with Europe." he said. 

"They understand the problem 
well, and have made some headway, 
but it is difficult sledding.’’ he said. 

However, the most important 
problem faring Israel is moving its 
economy toward greater free enter- 
prise. 

This notion was expressed in 
Shultz's written testimony: "Private 
sector initiatives hold the greatest 
promise for helping Israel achieve its 
development goals, and we are en- 
couraged by the interest that has 
been generated in both countries. 
Our real objective is to support 
Israel's own efforts to seize the 
opportunity to establish the fun- 
damental conditions for economic 
growth in an age of new technolo-

Also in written testimony. Shult 2 
called the administration's discus- 
sions with Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda’i last week "very useful” and 
said that future discussions "will 
continue to focus not only on short 
term stablization measures, but also 
on Israel's long-range development 
objectives so that Israeli citizens can 
have confidence in a brighter, more 
prosperous future." 

The secretary had high praise for 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres: "I 
cannot tell you how mud) I admire 
the great efforts that Prime Minister 
Peres and his colleagues have been 
making in struggling not only with 
Israel’s current economic problems, 
but other problems, in Lebanon, in 
the peace process and in their rela- 
tions with Egypt, " he said.

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Shultz: Reagan sees unique opportunity 

Beady to meet Soviets 
on specific problems

WASHINGTON. - President 
Ronald Reagan, mindful that a uni- 
que “moment of opportunity” is at 
hand, is pepared to work with the 
new leadership in the Soviet Union 
toward a more constructive rela- 
tionship, Secretly of State George 
Shultz said on Friday. 

Shultz, continuing the Reagan 
Administration's conciliatory tone 
toward Moscow since the installa- 
tion of Mikhail Gorbachev as the 
new Soviet leader, said Reagan is 
prepared to deal with specific Soviet- 
American problems and “to achieve 
concrete results.” 

Based on their 85-minute meeting 
Wednesday, Shultz said he found 
Gorbachev a “very capable, energe- 
tic person who is businesslike. He 
gets right at the issues in a conversa- 
tional kind of form.” 

It appears that Gorbachev is pre- 
pared to work at improving relations 
in a “constructive vein,” Shultz said, 
but added that it remains to be seen 
whether anything can be accom- 
plished. 

At another point, be said the 
Soviets are pursuing a “ business- as- 
usual” policy toward deployment of 
strategic and intermediate-range 
missiles, adding that the purpose of 
the arms control talks in Geneva, 
which have adjourned till Tuesday, 
is aimed at stopping the deploy- 
ments. 

In another cautionary note, Shultz 


recalled that Gorbachev has said the 
keynote of his leadership will be 
continuity. Shultz said he does not 
expect to see Soviet policy “change 
sharply." 

Shultz spoke at his first formal 
State Department news conference 
in almost a year after giving Reagan 
bis personal assessment qf his meet- 
ing with Gorbachev and the pros- 
pects for improved ties. 

The Secretary of State also said 
that if the new leadership in Mosoow 
were to meet China's “conditions” 
for improved relations between the 
two communist powers, the United 
States would welcome the move. 

In Peking, Chinese Vice-Premier 
Li Peng said on Friday that his 
meeting with new Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev in Moscow was 
“positive and friendly” and pre- 
dicted relations between the former 
communist allies will gradually im- 
prove. 

China's state-run press gave big 
publicity on Friday to the Li- 
Gorbachev meeting the previous 
day, including a front-page picture in 
the Communist party organ People’s 
Daily of the two men cordially shak- 
ing hands. 

. On Thursday, the official news 
agency Xinhua quoted U as telling 
Gorbachev that improvement of 
Sino-Soviet relations will benefit 
peace in Asia and the World. (AP, 
Reuter) 



Belgium says first cruise 
missiles now operational 


BRUSSELS. - Prime Minister Wil- 
fried Martens announced yesterday 
that Belgium's first 16 cruise nuclear 
missiles were installed Friday night, 
and Defence Minister Freddy 
Vreven said they were now oper- 
ational. 

Vreven told Flemish state radio 
that the warheads and missiles had 
been flown directly from the U.S. to 
the FI ore ones base in southern Bel- 
gium by American Air Force trans- 
port planes. 

Belgium's installation of the mis- 
siles following Friday's announce- 
ment by Martens in parliament en- 
ded months of painful bargaining 
inside his government on whether to 
adhere to a 1979 Nato plan for their 
deployment to counter Soviet SS-20 
missiles in Europe. 

The government decided to de- 
ploy the first 16 missiles “in solidar- 


ity with the Nato allies” after five 
years of waffling. Martens said the 
remaining 32 would be deployed in 
late 1987 if East- West arms talks that 
resumed last week in Geneva remain 
fruitless. 

Martens defended the controver- 
sial decision by saying the Soviet 
Union “bad continued its deploy- 
ments of both (medium-range nuc- 
lear) SS-20 as well as other short- 
range missiles that also threaten 
Western Europe.” 

The Belgian decision to deploy the 
missiles was hailed by the U.S. and 
by Nato officials who have ques- 
tioned Belgium’s commitment to the 
alliance in the past five years. 

It leaves the Netherlands, one of 
the five Nato nations scheduled to 
receive the missiles, as the only one 
still undefended on the deployment. _ 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). - The 
Rand Daily Mail newspaper, a cru- 
sader against racial segregation for a 
quarter of a century, will cease pub- 
lication April 30 amid money trouble 
that never dulled its attacks on apart- 
heid, the owners said on Friday 
night. 

A statement issued by Clive Kins- 
ley, managing director of South 
African Associated Newspapers 
(Saan), said the Mail’s daily business 
supplement, called Business Day , 
will appear in an expanded format 
May 1 as a national daily aimed at 
“an up-market readership." 

Kinsley released die statement af- 
ter a board meeting that lasted most 
of the afternoon. At the same time, 
nervous Mail employees inarched 
outside its offices with placards read- 


ing “Rand Daily Mail - R.I.P.” 

“We're shocked and stunned," 
said Jeanette Minnie, a genral 
assignment reporter. 

Saan also said its Sunday Express, 
which lost hefty real estate advertis- 
ing last year to a Saturday paper, will 
merge with the Sunday Star of the 
rival Argus Printing and Publishing 
Co. 

The award-winning Mail doses at 
a time when the South African gov- 
ernment says it is embracing reforms 
championed by the newspaper since 
1959. That was when then editor 
Laurence Gandar took over a pro- 
business publication that was found- 
ed in 1902 and first edited by Edgar 
Wallace, a former London Daily 
Mail correspondent who stayedon in 
South Africa after covering the Boer 
War.

‘stayaway’ over price rises 


Portuguese workers demand 
Socialist government quit 


LISBON (Reuter). - Tens of 
thousands of workers yesterday cal- 
led for the resignation of Portugal's 
socialist- Social Democratic govern- 
ment as they marched through Iiso- 
bon and other dries to protest 
against government economic poli- 
ties. 

The rallies were organized by the 
country’s main union grouping, the 
Communist-led CGTP- 
Intersindical, and were the Latest of 
several mass protests staged by 


CGTP against. the 20-month-old 
government. 

In Lisbon, thousands of people 
packed one of the city's main boule- 
vards chanting “We want work, not 
unemployment. ” 

Organizers of the march said some 
200,000 people were likely to have 
taken pah in the protest in Lisbon 
alone. 

Rallies were also called in 11 other 
dries from Oporto in the north to 
Beja and Evora in the south. 


PORT ELIZABETH (AP). - Tens 
of thousands of blacks boycotted 
work and shops yesterday at the start 
of a three-day “stayaway” to protest 
against bus-fare and petrol price in- 
creases. 

A police spokesman said there 
were minor incidents of stone- 
throwing and arson but no major 
clashes in the work stoppage by 
residents of Port Elizabeth's black 
townships. 

The apparent almost total observ- 
ance of the' stayaway - for the first 
time on such a scale in the industrial 
eastern Cape Province - reflected 
the increasing degree of organiza- 
tional musde and skill by black 
opponents of white-minority rule in 
South Africa. 

• At the main entrances to New 
Brighton, the largest of this Indian 
Ocean port city’s segregated 
townships, almost no traffic passed 
through police roadblocks, and the 
few buses that emerged were all but 
empty. Police barred whites from 
entering the township. 

Sipo Hashe, secretary of the Port 
Elizabeth black tivic organization 
which called the stayaway, said it 
was “100 per cent successful so far." 
He and others said it was the first 


time a protest strike had succeeded 
in the eastern Cape Province on such 
a scale. 

Hashe said the protest, which left 
the downtown white retail area de- 
serted, had given notice to whites 
“of what we are going through, that 
the people are suffering." 

In another development, on Fri- 
day, a court denied bail to eight 
leading opponents of apartheid 
three days after the UN Security 
Council condemned South Africa 
for charging them with treason. 

Eight other defendants in the case 
had previously lost bail applications. 
The government still has not said 
publicly what they are charged with. 

Pakistani mother, sons

THE FIRST TIME that Elaine 
Blond visited Eretz Yisrael. Td 
Aviv did not yet exist. Now' S3, the 
president of British Wizo recalls hav- 
ing stayed in Jerusalem’s Russian 
Compound while she was still a 
schoolgirl. 

Since then. Mrs. Blond has been 
hack “thousands of times.” con- 
tinually forging links between her 
community work in England and in 
Israel. Most recently she presided 
over the Federation of Women 
Zionists conference which look 
place in Netanya Iasi monih. This 
was the first British Zionist confer- 
ence to take place in Israel. 

Three years ago she was 
awarded the Order *of the British 
Empire for a lifetime of activity in 
the ans and medicine. The you n test 
of the Simon Marks family, she 
has also been involved in Zionist and 
Jewish community work from a very 
early age. 

"j was the first girl in England to 
take Hebrew for m\ matriculation 
exam.” said Blond in a recent inter- 
view with The Jerusalem Post. 

Mrs. Blond recounted story after 
story of public service, from World 
War I to the present. She was ex- 
tremely active in the effort to bring 
lO.OOO children - 70 per cent of them 
Jewish - from Germany and 
Czechoslovakia to Britain before 
World War II. 

“The last group arrived the day 
before war was declared. Just as 
soon as we got them all settled into 
the appropriate homes, they had to 
be evacuated because of air raids.” 
recalled Blond. 

After marrying Neville Blond, she 
became involved with Queen Victor- 
ia Hospital. EastGrinstead. a leader 
in skin era Ft research. She subse- 
quently helped start a burns unit at 
Rambam Hospital in Haifa. 

“When I came to Israel after the 
Yom Kippur War. I was gratified to 
see that 8U per cent of the bum 
ialists had been trained in East 
istead,” she said. 

Mrs. Blond is a sponsor of the 
Arab children’s theatre in East Jeru- 
salem. 

This playground which she had 
buflt in East Jerusalem is an express- 
ion of her desire to help in Israel in 
the field of Arab- Jewish relations. 

“1 don't think I ivas popular for 
doing it but I did have the foresight 
to realize that we are in an area 
where Jews and Arabs must learn to 
cooperate." she said. 

Of all her work Wizo remains 
Elaine Blond's highest priority. Par- 
ticular projects which she is con- 
nected with include the Elaine and 
Neville Blond Day-care Centre in 
Tel Aviv and the Jerusalem Baby 
Home.

Masha Lubelsky discussed the orga- 
nization’s lobbying efforts to prom- 
ote job opportunities for women.

Ya’acobi: ‘Export industry our only hope’ 


TEL AVIV. - Tensions are rising 
between Agriculture Minister Arye 
Nehamkin and certain officials of the 
Histadrut-affiliated raoshav move- 
ment. 

The latest to join the wave of. 
protests against the minister are the 
formers of the Jerusalem hill re- 
gions, who like the farmers on the 
northern border make their liveli- 
i hood largely from egg production. 

The farmers say that they cannot 
make a living only from eggs and 
demand compensation for past los- 
ses and help with finding new means 
of production. 

Nehamkin said last week that he 
will not compensate the farmers for 
eggs produced in excess of their 
quota. He promsied, though, that he . 
will try to help them find loans to tide 
them over their immediate financial 
difficulties. He also promised he 
would transfer to them any egg pro- 
duction quota that would become 
free in other parts of the country. 

Foreseeing a lean year ahead 
Nehamkin said the budget does not 
leave much for expansion, and re- 
search. 

The minister told the press confer- 
ence that his development budget 
for next year will be only S3S million 
from the government, but that with 
the aid of bank loans assisted by the 
government it will reach S80m. 

This sum win go mainly to pay 
back earlier loans, but will not en- 
able formers to carry out all their 
plans to revive agriculture. 

Nehamkin did some public breast- 
beating. “All of us in the forming 
community should be whipped for 
allowing ouiselves to foil at least tea 
years behind the Spaniards in the 
development of the citrus industry. 

“It wasn't our Jewish ingenuity 
that came to our help this year, but 
help from heaven, when both the 
Spanish and the Florida citrus grow- 
ers were hit by a frost which rained 
their crops and raised the price of 
citrus on European markets. We will 
have to revive the citrus industry 
over the next two years, otherwise 
HI wash my hands of it. and disman- 
tle the Gtrus Marketing Board. I 
cannot force the formers to sell 
through the CMB and at the same 


time see them losing money." 

The minister also painted a 
gloomy picture regarding the coun- 
try's water economy. He said that 
wells all along the coastal region are 
becoming saline at an alarming rate. 
More and more settlements which 
previously had their own wells are 
now. relying on water from the 
National Water Carrier. “We must 
initiate a serious. campaign to con-' 
serve water, and this wdf include 
stopping the yearly increase in irri- 
gated fields. 

“This is something that should 
worry all formers. As an example I 
point to the avocado orchards. Avo- 
cadoes are very sensitive to saline 
water. The slightest increase in salin- 
ity immediately brings a drop in 
yields, and the opposite brings an 
increase in yields. If salinity inn 
creases unchecked, next year will 
already see a considerable drop in 
avocado yields," he said.

TEL AVIV. -The choice is between' 
the jobless lining up for work at 
export-oriented factories - prefer- 
ably those producing goods based on 
local R & D -or going to the labour 
exchanges to draw unemployment 
compensation. 

“At present, I .don't see any 
alternative in the months ahead,” 
says Gad Ya’acobi, minister of eco- 
nomics and planning, who adds that 
"I have little faith that work open- 
ings will be created soon in any great 
number in any sector other than 
export-oriented industries.'' 

Ya'acobi believes that the task 
force he organized a few months ago 
will begin playing an ever-increasing 
role in the drive for industrial ex- 
ports. 

The steering committee of this 
task force met in Jerusalem a few 
weeks ago. Israel was represented by 
40 persons, while 13 came from 
abroad. Max Fisher, of the U.S., was 
chairman of the foreign delegation, 
with his two co-chairmen being Mor- 
ton Mandel, of Cleaveland. and 
Charles Bronfman, of Montreal. 
Ya'acobi chaired the Israeli section, 
with -his two co-chairmen being -Eli 
Hnrvitz, president of the Manufac- 
turers Association, and Danny 
Rosolio, general secretary of Hevrat. 
Ha’Qvdim. 


A “project management" will be 
set up within a few days. It will be by 
Zvi Zw, (a former chief-of-general- 
staff), who has worked at Gal for 
years. 

At the end of June, the task force 
will set up a series of working groups 
probably in the following fields: 
tourism, sale of government com- 
panies, investments in Israel, export 
industries, mobilizing R & D re- 
sources, and venture capital. 

“Our goal," says Ya'acobi, “is to 
double industrial exports from the 
present $5 billion in four years. 

Of the $10b. in exports in 1989 he 
thinks $5.5b. will come from plants 
with a strong local R & D basis, 
compared to about S2b. today. This 
does not mean, he sav$, that the 
entire S5.5b. or the $2b. today mil 
be in local R & D: These plants will 
also export goods not based on local 
R & D, but the tendency will be to 
shift more and mor&to local R & D 
in these factories. 

The performance of the past 14 
years convinces him that bis goal is 
realistic. 

Exports based on local R & D 
grew from $20 billion, in 1970 to 
52,60003. in 1984: investments in 
local R & D grew from $3Gm. in 1970 
to SlSOm. in 1984. About half of this 
sum came from all government 
sources; the rest mainly from the 
industrialists themselves. Plants par- 


ticipating in R & D grew from 120 in 
197b to some 600 today. 

. Ya'acobi. who has fought for the 
potential of local R & D in helping 
Israel on the way to economic recov- 
ery, nursed a law. on, this subject 
through the last Knesset .which was 
populary known as the “Ya’acobf 
Law". 

“Our industrial exports will grow 
by some $600m. in the current year, 
and of this sum, some $250m. will be 
based mainly on local R & D. About 
5205m. will be expended on R & D 
projects during 1985.” 

He points out that the commercial - 
830 is steadily narrowing. For exam- 
ple, while it was $3.3b. in 1983. it 
shrank by Sib. to $2.3b. in 1984. 
“There are good chances that it will 
drop to $1.5b. in 1985." But even 
with all government help industry 
will be in for a rough time in 1985. 
“First the local market has already 
shrunk considerably; and it will con- 
tinue shrinking. This has its good 
points, for more and more indus- 
trialists are “beginning to realize 
that their future lies in exports, not 
in the local markets,” he says. 

The government will try to help 
industry in its export drive in several 
ways: by making efforts to reduce 
taxes on export-oriented factories, 

* and by planning a “real” (not nomin- 
al) devaluation of the shekel by- 
about half a per cent each month, he 
adds.

Legislator held in Taiwanese financial scandal 


TAIPEI, Taiwan (AP). - A promin- 
ent legislator was arrested and 
charged last week with issuing 791 
bad cheques totalling Slim, in a 
financial scandal which 1 a govern- 
ment official described as the worn 
in local history. 

Taipei District Court prosecutors 
said Tsai Chen-Chou, 39, also was 
charged with forgery, illegal en- 
dorsement of cheques and illegally 
channelling funds from the Tenth 
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Credit Cooperative, a major savings 
and loan institution of which he was 
president, to companies in his 
family-run conglomerate. 

Prosecutors said Tsai’s father, 
Tsai Wan-Chuen, 82. also was 1 
charged with issuing 1,607 dishon- 
oured cheques totalling $21m., but 
he was not arrested. The elder Tsai 
was reported to have suffered a 
stroke eight years ago and has been 
bed-ridden lately.

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KUWAIT (AP). - After years of an 
oil-fed economic boom that gave this 
country one of the world's highest 
living standards, Kuwaitis are 
labouring under a phenomenon that 
seemed unthinkable a few years ago 
-recession. 

The Iran-Iraq war and the decline 
in world oil prices have sharply cur- 
tailed business activity, especially 
the real estate and construction sec- 
tors, and forced the government to 
shelve several development pro- 
jects. 

In addition, the private sector, 
which depends on commerce and 
construction rather than oil for its 
livelihood, remains crippled by the 
1982 crash of tbe unofficial stock 
market, the Souk Al-Manakh. 

About 25,000 private investors 
wound up stuck with $92 billion in 
post-dated, largely valueless che- 
ques, which had been used to buy 
shares in companies, many of which 
existed only on paper. 

“There has been something of a 
collapse in the private sector," said 
one Western economist, who spoke 
on condition he renmimanonymous. . 
“Merchants were ■over 1 ofcifed--byj 
the boom and built up huge invent 
tories which they can't move. 
Kuwait’s problem is how it is going 
to readjust to the slowdown." 
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So far, according to several West- . 
em diplomats and economists, tbe 
adjustment process has been slow. 

• “Kuwaiti businessmen are very 
clever and keen traders, but they 
simply do not know how to operate 
in an economy that’s not growing at 
double-digit rates,” said one Western 
diplomat. “X know one foreigner 
who complains that his Kuwaiti part- 
ner would rather not sell his inven- 
tory than let it go for less than 300% 
profit.” 

Despite the mood of pessimism, 
Kuwait hardly looks like a country 
faring an economic crisis. 

The broad, well-maintained 
streets of the capital are jammed 
with luxury European and American 
cars. 

Last year, petroleum sales earned 
die Kuwaiti government $9b., down 
from S29b. in 1979-1980, but still a 
considerable sum for a country of 
only 1.6 million people, over half of 
them foreigners. 

The oil boom has given tbe coun- 
try a cushion of $75b. in reserves, 
most of which have been invested 
abroad. • = -

The Japanese discover 
the allure of gold 


Kuwait facing slowdown due to oil price drop 


Housing for the 650,000 Kuwaiti 
citizens is cheap and heavily subsi- 
dized, with electricity costing 2 fills 
(two-thirds of a U.S. cent) per kilo- 
watt hour. Kuwaitis consume more 
electric power than Iraq, Syria and 
Jordan combined. 

Meanwhile, construction has fal- 
len off sharply, as the government 
curbs spending on major projects. 
Land prices are down by about 50% 
over levels in the early 1980s. 
according to bank figures, and new 
office construction has fallen by 
nearly a third. 

Since oil revenues go directly to 
the state and not to private interests, 
government spending on develop- 
ment projects and subsidies had 
been the principal nn-am of channel- 
ling the petroleum wealth into pri- 
vate bands. 

For many Kuwaitis, the readjust- 
ment to slower growth is likely to be 
a painful one psychologically. Many 
of them grew up in an era when oil 
transformed Kuwait from a small 
trading backwater of mud huts and 
walled towns into one of the richest

TOKYO (AP). - Only 12 years after 
lifting an import ban, Japan is today 
the world’s biggest importer of gold, 
with growing' numbers of Japanese 
discovering the precious metal as a 
solid form of investment, 

- Japan last year imported a record 
194.7 metric tons of gold, up from 
129 tons in 1983, with more than 
one-third of all purchases made by 
private individuals, according to the 
Minis try of International Trade and 
Industry. 

A ministry official said the other- 
two-thirds is used for jewelry and for 
industrial use, especially on semi 
conductor plates. 

The’craving for gold fait its peak 
last December, when the price de- 
clined to'jnst above $300 a troy 
ounce. 

“It was just like a gold rush," said 
Tetsuro Koide of Tokyo’s Tanaka 
Kikinzoku Kogyo K.K.. one of 
Japan's oldest and largest manufac- 
turers and dealers of precious met- 
als. “We had to deal with 800 cus- 
tomers a day coming in to buy gold 
metal and coins last December." 

Koide said that half of those cus- 
tomers were young working women 
or housewives buying gold bars in 
small lots of 100-200 grams worth 
250,000-500,000 yen (S990-S1.980). 

On each day of December 20 and 
21, he said, Kikinzoku 's bead office 
in downtown Tokyo sold 2,000 kilo- 
grams of gold metal andcoins, worth 
5 billion yea $19.8 million). 

“Those were two of the busiest 
days in our company's history,” he 
said. 

Imports were banned in 1931 amid 
depression and increased military 
control over society. During World 
War II Japanese were required to 
turn in all their _gold as contributions 
to the war effort. The ban was kept 
in effect after the war as the destitute 
government desperately sought to 
legitimize the yen and build up fore- 
ign reserves. 

That policy worked so well that at

LONDON (AP). - The Royal 
Dutch-Shell Oil Co. Thursday re- 
ported its profits rose last vear by 
£894 million ($965.5m.) to £3.65 
billion ($3.94 billion).

demand for oil, products for.the first 
tujie since 1979,, mainly because of 
the revival of the U.S. and Japanese 
economies.

The 
Japanese also have absolute trust in 
their currency and traditionally have 
avoided risky investments in favour 
of- putting savings in banks and post- 
al savings accounts. 

But in 1973 the government, 
which before had controlled all 
domestic uses of gold, lifted the 
import ban and in 1978 the ban on 
exports. 

“For a 40-year period, until the 
liberalization, Japanese were dep- 
rived of ways to learn about goI<^' 
said Tadashi Takeda, managing 
director of the Japan Gold Metal 
Association. 

The gold boom has also been ~a 
boon for department and jewelry 
stores, winch are taking advantajjg 
of the modern woman's penchant 
metal finely. In the past Japane« 
women wore little jewelry. 

Liberalization has been accompa- 
nied by a growing sophistication ab- 
out ways to invest, but maify 
Japanese are- still cautious about in- 
vesting in gold. Takeda saro 
Japanese are unfamiliar with tfie 
concept of holding gold as property, 
and tend to buy the metal when its 
price is falling, unlike European and 
American investors, who try to ride 
' upward trends in prices. 

Japan opened its first gold future 
market in March 1982, becoming the 
21th market in the worid. 

Still the 426-member Japan Gold 
Metal Association generally ignores £\ 
the Tokyo market, preferring to dfr- 
feranne prices after seeing overnight 
dealings in Hongkong, London and 
Zurich markets, Takeda said.

Experts know growth must ; 
end but they don’t know when 


NEW YORK (AP). - Now that the 
current period of the U.S. economic 
expansion is well into its third year, 
Wall Street analysts are asking how 
much longer can it last? 

There is scant evidence in the 
economic news of anything like a 
serious recession on the horizon. 

For one thing, inflation remains at 
bay - as witness the government's 
report Friday that the Producer 
Price Index of finished goods drop- 
ped 0.1 per cent in February! _ 

But no one has yet found a way to 
abolish the business cyde. 

The recent rise of interest rates 
appears likely to slow down many 
types of business activity in tbe 
months ahead. 

With all that has happened lately, 
however, most analysts still predict 
moderate growth in the economy 
through at least the summer and fall. 

If a slowdown of any significance 
were in the offing, the stock market - 
with its well-known tendency to anti- 


cipate economic events - would pre- 
sumably be taking a dive. 

Even after a recent pullbaak, , 
however, most market measures re-* - 
main relatively close to the record 
highs they set just a short time ago. 

The Dow Jones Average of 30

32. who is coached by Yair Kami, 
won her third straight title in The 
women's event, completing the 
course in 53.1. She finished as 
runner-up in the 42km. Tel Aviv 
Marathon at Purim. Saydon only 
took up serious running three years 
ago following the birth" of her third 
child, and since then she has 
achieved prodigious successes in 
middle and long-distance competi- 
tion here. 

Upwards of 4.000 people took 
part in this 33rd Mount Tabor meet, 
which comprised J5 ev ents held over 
a variety of distances - some held on 
a competitive basis and others within 
the framework of Hapoefs "popular .

Look back in sorrow

TEL AVIV. - “Only Lee Johnson 
was in form. All the rest were having 
a bad night. That’s why we lost to 
Bologna.' We had no luck.” 

These were the most common 
words of wisdom being uttered 
throughout Israel late on Thursday 
night and on Friday morning, follow- 
ing Maccabi Tel Aviv’s defeat by 
Bologna in Italy, which ended the 
dream c*f Maccabi winning the Euro- 
pean Cup. 

But the troth, *ad to say. is that it 
was not bad luck: the two best bas- 
ketball teams in Europe will contest 
the final. Cibona Zagreb and Real 
Madrid had everything going for 
them - experienced coaching, good 
bench strength, explosive offences 
and sturdy defences. Local cham- 
pions Maccabi. on tbe other hand, 
were a squad of great individual 
talents who seldom played as a team. 
While it is true that Lee Johnson did 
have a good night, and the others did 
not. foe calibre of play in European 
competition in recent years has risen 
above the point where a dub can rely 
on every individual having a good 
night. 

Almost every other team in the 
competition was able to win games 
even when one or more of foeir 
players had an off night. These 
teams used ever-changing and com- 
plex offences, they constantly 
altered their tactics and momentum, 
and they made heavy use of bench 
strength, regularly shuffling in fresh 
players, And they played solid de- 
fence. 

Maccabi proved that they can beat 
anyone when everyone has a good 
night. But. when that didn't happen, 
as on Thursday night, all was lost. 
The only aspect of their game that 
was always consistent was their de- 
fence - it was basically non-existent 
at all times. 

The loss against Bologna was also 
a perfect example of Maccabi’s tac- 
tical weakness and lack of use of 
reserves. Offensively they clung 


stubbornly to an offence that had 
them shooting the ball after only one 
or two passes" They never attempted 
to confuse the defence. 

Coach Zvi Sherf, for practical pur- 
poses. used Aulrie Perry as bis only 
viable reserve. In a sense he abused 
the 34-year-old Aulrie. demanding 
more of him than was fair. Except 
for Thursday night. Aulrie always 
met these demands: on Thursday, 
through no fault of his own, he did 
not. The Philadelphia 76ere have 
made less use this season of the great 
Dr. J.. also 34. than Sherf did of 
Aulrie. 

Howard Lassoff. a more than 
acceptable back-up centre, needs a 
few minutes to dear the cobwebs: 
when he was finally thrown into the 
games, often in despair, he wasn’t 
given this chance. This happened on 
Thursday night. Youngsters Chen 
Lipin and Yoav Kadmon were sel- 
dom used. and. when they were, 
were hardly given a chance to find 
out at which basket their team was 
aiming. 

Why weren't foe reserves tried 
earlier on Thursday night, when it 
was obvious that a hot hand was so 
hadly needed? Barcelona scored at a 
phenomenal clip, but then so would 
my mother if nobody had guarded 
against her. 

Coach Zvi Sherf. young and ea- 
ger. must bear the blame For most of 
Maccabi's problems. Bui he has 
great potential as a coach. If he has 
learned from this year’s mistakes, 
then Maccabi can hope to improve 
their chances of winning the Cup 
next year. 

With the Cup hopes faded, bas- 
ketball inleresi now switches to the 
local scene, as the playoffs begin 
tomorrow night. In a series of two 
out of three contests, the top eight 
finishers go after each other in real 
earnest. No. 1 Maccabi Tel Aviv 
entertain No. 8 Hapoel Ramat Gan: 
No. 2 Hapoel Tel Aviv host. No. 7 
Afula: No. 3 Maccabi Ramat Gan 
entertain. No. 6 Galil Haelyon; and 
No. 4 Hapoel Holon are at home to 
No. 5, Maccabi Haifa.

Winning is not all 


To the Sports Editor 
Sir. - In your issue of March 8th 
both Faith Spector and Alexander 
Z vie Hi raised foe vexing issue of 
Israelis and sporting behaviour. 

To anyone who grew up in. an 
atmosphere where fair play was 
more important than winning be- 
cause. after all. it concerned sport, 
foe lack of fairness often displayed in 
Israel is most worrying. 

Unfortunately it seems to 'start in 
school, where too little emphasis is 
placed on fairness. The stress rather 
is on the need to win. A very strong 
negative influence comes from 
sports commentators on radio and 
TV, who very often set a bad exam- 
ple. If playera from another country 
perform well, even in a game against 
Israel, they are to be applauded for 
their sporting feats; expressions of 
regret that foe others are better than 
our team are to be abhorred. 


Such education towards good 
sportsmanship could have a decisive 
influence on our CVery-day life - on 
foe roads, in queues, between neigh- 
bours. 

It would be a good idea to screen 
in schools those items which fsraei 
TV brought us during the 1984 
Olympics. How wonderful it was to 
bear tbe audience at the Winter 
Games cheeron each and every skier 
on foe run; how elating it was to hear 
the stadium in Los Angeles applaud 
foe “better man” rather than only 
foe American who had won. 

With appropriate explanations 
from teachers, pointing out how 
people should behave on the sports 
field, in foe stands, that might go a 
long way towards raising overall 
standards of foe next generation.

THE PRICE INDEX for February, the month of transition 
between Package Deal I and what has more pretentiously been 
called the Economic Stabilization Programme - Package Deal 
U - is exactly what it was expected to be. 

Yet the cry is out from all sides, six weeks into the eight 
months which the second wage-price restraint programme is to 
last, that it is a failure. If it is not to be abandoned altogether, 
say commentators in the media as well as the signatories to the 
agreement, it must undergo radical change. Those who say so 
are right and wrong at the same time. They are right because, 
while the first package deal, with its complete or near-complete 
price freeze, was self-policing, the second is not. and cannot be 
in its present form. 

Package Deal I was self-policing for several reasons. Wages, 
which account for the bulk of the demand for consumer goods, 
had been eroded sharply before the deal. The self-employed, 
together with the more affluent among wage-earners, might 
have kept up their customary standards of consumption and 
even boosted them by diverting savings to current consump- 
tion. But this apparently did not happen because, in the face of 
uncertainty and in the expectation of a return to stability, they 
held on to their savings. 

The most important reason for the success of Package Deal I, 
however, was that the price freeze was fully adhered to and, for 
the first time in many years, tbe public could again shop 
rationally. No government inspectors were needed to enforce 
the freeze - the consumers saw to it. 

But that could not last for long, since the government went 
on devaluing the currency, kept real interest rates way above 
the rate of inflation and drove up other costs of production. The 
end of the price stability of Package Deal I was therefore 
pre-programmed, and was to be replaced by a stable rate of 
inflation. 

Although it is not said too loudly by the government, the 
driving force behind that continued inflation and the continued 
devaluation which - being creeping - is at a real rate of 0.5 to 1 
per cent a month, has the purpose of eroding real wages while 
avoiding the payment of cost-of-living allowances, except at 
lengthy intervals, after price inflation accumulates to more than 
12 per cent. 

That part of Package Deal II has worked so far. Wages have 
been eroded by a cumulative 20 per cent in the last three 
months, but the stability of moderate monthly price adjust- 
ments, as they were euphemistically called, has not been 
maintained. We are back to the kind of atmosphere in which 
any price is asked and is paid by an unquestioning public. Yet it 
can hardly have been the majority of the wage-earners who 
have been accounting for the demand that makes this return to 
high inflation possible. 

True, wage earners will get a 14 per cent cost-of-living 
allowance at the beginning of April, and production workers 
will get another 6 percent. But all of that will already have been 
wiped out before the wage earners see the colour of that 
money. 

The partners to the second package deal will have to go back 
to the drawing board and ask themselves what their basic 
purpose was in signing it. The purpose of the deal was not to 
stop inflation altogether, but to slow it down to a stable, low 
rate that could be kept under control. That means that the 
government will have to reconsider whether it can go on driving 
ftp costs at the present rate without torpedoing the entire deal. 
Prices, if one has to be reminded of such a thing, move up with 
costs. 

Secondly, since the government does not have the instru- 
ments for effective price control - and apparently is reluctant to 
implement such control - the second package deal must again 
be made self-policing. The proposal raised by Economics and 
Planning Minister Gad Ya’acobi and by Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yisrael Kessar, to raise prices at pre-determined 
intervals and freeze them completely in between, is therefore 
the most reasonable solution. Within limits, the longer the 
intervals between ‘price rises the better, so as toprevent the rush 
to buy before prices go up. 

Thirdly, the Knesset has on its agenda a whole slate of 
legislation for higher taxes on which it is dragging its feet. 
Evidently, the less revenue the government collects from taxes, 
the more it tries to obtain from price increases - and what to the 
government is an increase of prices, is a rise in costs to the 
producers. 

No price- wage freeze is elegant- in conception or easy to 
implement. It always produces distortions and absurdities, and 
it cannot last for long. But if the choice is between a creaky 
mechanism of relative stabilization and a deep recession with 
mass unemployment, effective price restraint is by far the 
preferable alternative.

THE STATE is overspending in a 
gargantuan way; that is the core of 
Israel’s economic crisis. Proposals to 
make cuts are stymied; but what 
about national insurance? Paid-out 
benefits total $2.5 billion a year, 
including Sib. for old-age pensions. 
Can savings be made there? 

The very idea makes people shud- 
der. They believe that social security 
benefits must not be touched, be- 
cause that would be a breach of 
contract between the state and its 
citizens. Nissun Baruch, director- 
general of the National Insurance 
Institute, disagrees. His institute is 
not an insurance company. If it were 
and if a contract had been negoti- 
ated, the monthly premiums would 
be higher, he says, or tbe benefits 
would be lower, or both. 

What he does not say is that the 
scale of benefits was fixed in a rather 
arbitrary manner at the beginning. 
Old-age pensions, for example, are 
tax-exempt. The reason given is that 
it is cruel to tax the small income of 
an aged couple. 

But it is cruel to tax the small 
income of anyone, which is why 
income-tax is progressive and those 
who earn little pay nothing. Why 
make an exception of tbe old who 
are not, 3S young couples are, sad- 
dled with mortgages ro pay and furn- 
iture to buy and children to bring up? 

Still, it seems small-minded to 
cancel a privilege once it has been 
granted. Or is Israel's present situa- 
tion exceptional? When weighing up 
this or that budgetary economy it is 
necessary to consider what are the 
alternatives. We are not talking of 
taxing a person's pension if it is his 
only Income. We are talking of in- 
cluding the pension in his income 
when calculating his tax liability. In 
other words if two persons are in 
receipt of the same income they 
ought to pay the same tax, even if 
one of the incomes includes a pen- 
sion. 

If the alternative to that, in Israel's 
current budget-cutting ordeal, 
would be to levy a fee for the more 
complex forms of medical treat- 
ment, so that a poor man can no 
longer afford open-heart surgery; or 
if the alternative would be to dose 
institutions for the chronically ill and 
mentally disabled; or if the alterna- 
tive would be to reduce schooling for 
our children and impair their educa- 
tion, then the right of persons with a 
respectable income to tax- 
exemption on that part of it which is 
called pension seems to warrant a 
less than high priority. 

Besides, such persons constitute a 
minority of the insured population. 
According to Baruch only 20 per 
cent of die pensioners would be 
dunned, the rest earn too little. As 
they do not cross the tax threshold, 
they do not benefit from the gener- 
ous existing dispensation anyway. 

The Treasury in its blunt manner 
wants to deduct 35 percent at source 
from the pension of those wbo do not

rate the supplementary allowance; 
the reasoning being that those wbo 
do rate the supplementary allowance 
have no other income and should 
therefore be left alone. ‘ 

The institute is more indulgent 
still, insisting that retired persons 
who do have something coming in 
from their savings or whatever 
should also be spared theindignity of 
bickering with the revenue officers. 
The Treasury can surely find a way 
of deducting tax at source only from 
those whose incomes are large 
enough to make such a deduction 
entirely legitimate. 


THE minds of the Treasury man- 
darins run however on a different 


track. They think not of easing the 
burden but of weighing it down 
further. Not content with making the 
pension taxable, they would like to 
nulljfy it altogether for those who do 
not really need it, that is (to be 1 
specific), persons of pensionable age 
whose income from all sources ex- 
ceeds 210 per cent of the average 
wage. 

■ The institute says a firm no to that, 
mainly because a principle is at 
stake. If a person forfeits Ins entitle- 
ment to a pension (for whatever 
reason) then all the contributions he 
made throughout his working career 
were not contributions, they were 
straight taxes; and the institute hates 
that. It wants to retain the connec- 
tion, however frail, between insur- 
ance premium and insurance be- 
nefit. 

So the aged millionaire will go on 
receiving ttis monthly social-security 
cheque, even though he can afford to 
light his cigar with it. At least it will 
be net of tax. 

Well - not altogether net. Some 
concession must be made to popular 
prejudice. We are all potential pen- 
sioners and that makes us a powerful 
vested interest. As a compromise 
therefore, 35 per cent of the national 
insurance pension wifi still be tax- 
exempt, as is foe rase with benefits 
from the Histadrut ’s pension funds. 
(This 35 per pent should not be 
confused with the 35 per cent men- 
tioned above as deductions at 
source, which is another subject, 
altogether). Such a partial tax- 
remission should assuage the sensi- 
bilities of those solicitous for the 
rights of foe welfare beneficiaries. 


Rights once secured acquire, a 
validity of tbeir own. Who chose 65 
as the age of retirement? Otto von 
Bismarck, Germany's first chancel- 
lor and the man wbo introduced 
social security in Europe. But in his 
time man's life-span was below 50. 
so Bismarck was not risking much, 
today it is above 70. In 1850 the 
proportion of over 65s in the 
population of the U.S. was 3 per 
cent, in 1960 it was 9 per cent - and 
rising. 

That makes, if we include youngs- 
ters up to 17 at school,' almost half 
the population unemployable. For- 
tunately natnrehas a corrective. Per- 
sons of 65 are Dot old any more. 
They are certainly past it when it 
comes to prize-fighting, nor would 
they qualify for (he local football' 
team. But physical toil is mostly 
done by machines nowadays. The 
elderly are able to handle the re- 
maining jobs as well aS their juniors, 
so why not postpone the age of 
retirement to 70? 
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SUCH a proposal is not on the 
cards, according to Baruch, 
although some flexibility exists 
already. People who choose to work 
on after 65 (and who earn more' than 
a certain minimum) lose their right 
to a national-insurance pension until, 
they are.70 (but accumulate an extra 
5 per cent a year for that time). 

If however they do decide to stop 
working at 65 they get their pension, 
and that bonus must tempt many to 
down tools before they need to. 
Indeed the collective agreements 
"negotiated by the trade unions fix 65 
as the age of retirement whether the 
individual likes it or not. 

How much would the institute 
save if men were made to retire at 70 
and women at 65 - and riot before? 
Figures are not available, but it is 
possible to make a crude calculation. 
The number of men aged 65-69 is 
52,000. of whom 15,000 do not get a 
pension because they are still work- 
ing. So 37.000 men would forfeit 
their pension under this scheme. 

The number of women aged 60-64 
is 72,000. Only 36 per ceqt of the 
women in Israel belong to the labour 
force, therefore let us assume tfiat 
26,000 have pension rights, and let 
us guess that 6,000 go on -working in 
their sixties.

- That is absurd. The whole mea- - 
sure cannot be treated as a serious 
reform/ unless of course collective 
agreements are amended wholesale; 
to make, all women retire at 65. 
Which brings us back to Square One,’; 
because such a project , is entirely' 
theoretical. It oertainly won't- 
happen in the foreseeable future. 

T axing what is left odf the old-age ' 
pension after exempting.35per cent. 
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IS EGGED interested in policing 
itself? Does it investigate complaints 
against its drivers and inform the 
complainant of the results? Is its 
public relations department worth 
anything? 

Based on two recent experiences, 
the answer to all three questions is, 
“No.”

Last July, my daughter was wait-

WHERE IS JERUSALEM 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir. - The article bv Pinhas Land- 


au and Judy Siegei-Itzkovitch ("If I 
misplace thee. O Jerusalem" - 
March 6) sees the rabbinical dispute 
over “Where is Jerusalem" as 
"farce" and "a grotesque Purim 
spiel." I would suggest to them that 
it is not just an exercise in "ego- 
tripping." “spheres of influence." 
and “extremism." It also represents 
the dynamic and multi-faceted na- 
ture of Halacha. Some Orthodox 
Jews have done a disservice to tradi- 
tional. historical, rabbinic Judaism 
by portraying it as monolithic and 
unchanging. Because it is a technic- 
al matter devoid of ideological 
underpinnings, this "Where is Jeru- 
salem' question highlights better 
than any other issue that rabbis can 
legitimately differ in their inter- 
pretation of Halacha. 

The rabbinic dispute over “Where 
is Jerusalem" (as well as conversion 
for Ethiopian Jews) may disturb 
some Jews seeking an ex cathedra 
infallible chief rabbinate, but it does 
reflect the unity in diversity which 


has been characteristic of rabbinic 
Judaism throughout the ages. Hfllel 
and Shamai. Rav and Shmuel. 
Abaye and Rav a, Maimonides and 
the Ravad would probably all under- 
stand and appreciate this rabbinic 
dispute over “Where is Jerusalem.” 

The new passion for a state Ortho- 
doxy and Humrot will probably see 
some opting to observe two days 
Purim to be safe. Others will make a 
conscious, considered, or even con- 
venient decision as to which h&lachic 
authority ro follow until a normative 
practice evolves. Unfortunately, this 
will “smell of Reformism" to our 
authors and others, but such is the 
gross misinterpretation of hajachic 
ways. 

Perhaps if we appreciated the legi- 
‘ timacy of disputing “Where is Jeru- 
salem" we might appreciate that the 
“Who is a Jew" issue also allows for 
diversity and differences in inter- 


pretation.
